Urges Am ericans No t to Judge Chinese 
Race by Miss Sigel's Murderer. 
An appeal to the American people 
not to judge the whole Chinese race, 
and particularly Chinamen in America, 
because of the murder of Elsie Sigel j 
has been made by Koiiang Yih, one of 
j 
the leading Chinese students at Cornell 
univ ersity, says an Ithaca (N. Y.) dis­ 
patch. 
Yih is the son of a prominent 
Chinese official at Fucliau, and he 
has recently tak en his m aster’s degree 
in agriculture at Cornell univ ersity, 
lie said in part: 
While this m urder is deplorable in ev ery 
way and it is but natural that the Chi­ 
nese in this country should now be in the 
limelight, still it seems but fair to say in 
defense of my own race t^ a t the China­ 
man in this country is not the great yel­ 
low peril represented where girls are try­ 
ing to conv ert him. 
From all accounts 
in the newspapers Miss Sigel’s death may 
be attributed to an excessiv e m issionary j 
zeal and the cultiv ation of sentim ent in­ 
stead of thought. 
Who is to blame in these m atters? Pic­ 
ture to yourself an attractiv e American ! 
girl showering sym pathy and attentions 
j 
on a man. no m atter w hat his race. Is it I 
not the most natural thing in the world 
j 
for that man to return affection for this 
sentim ental halo placed on his brow? 
The m urder of Miss Sigel may hav e been 
the result of her inability to decide which 
man she lik ed best, and it may hav e been 
the result of a plot of which she and her 
friend Leung I.im were v ictims. 
It is deplorable that ev ery Chinaman In 
the country, howev er well m eaning and 
studious he may he, m ust feel the finger 
of suspicion pointing his way. .but this is 
a racial antagonism , and irl justice to 
Americans I m ust adm it that in China 
the sam e thing is felt when an American 
or a foreigner gets into trouble. 
A dif­ 
ference of customs and disposition, of 
traditions and education, of ev en look s 
and dress and m anner of speech, all 
cause prejudice. 
And so it is in the case of poor Miss 
Sigel. 
The girl was ev idently ov ersenti- 
m ental and ov erzealous as a missionary. 
She has paid an awful price for her in­ 
discreet conduct, to say the least, but 1 
think that Leung U m , whom she first 
met as a pupil to be conv erted, may also 
hav e died a v iolent death.

W ashington, July 27.—If boots and 
shoes and other m anufactures of leath­ 
er are reduced below the rates fixed by 
the house bill, hides will be put on 
the free list. Unless the adv ocates of 
free hides are able to carry out this 
bargain the whole program is to be 
called off. 
A decision to this effect has been 
reached by the tariff conferees. 
Sen­ 
ator Aldrich has informed senators 
from northw estern states that he will 
not consent to the abolition of the 
duty on hides unless ¿here is a ma­ 
terial cut in the rates on boots and 
shoes and other leather goods. In no 
other way. he said, can he get the 
v otes necessary for the adoption of 
the report in the senate if it carries 
free hides. 
Senators from cattle- 
raising s’ates hav e insisted that the 
only way consumers can get any ben­ 
efit from the remov al of the protection 
on hides will be by corresponding re­ 
ductions in the duties on boots and 
shoes and harness. The Rhode Island 
senator’s 
v iews coincide with this 
statem ent 
If anything should occur to upset 
the plan to giv e the conferees juris­ 
diction to adopt rates lower than those 
named by either the house or the sen­ 
ate, the conference committee is hold­ 
ing what is regarded as a trum p card 
in reserv e. 
This prov ides for the 
proposition of a conference report put­ 
ting hides on the free list and reduc­ 
ing the rates on shoes and other 
leather manufactures. 
The report, it is said, would be pre­ 
sented to President Taft with the 
statem ent that the conferees had not 
been able to m uster sufficient v otes to 
assure Its adoption, and it would de­ 
v olv e upon the president to procure 
the necessary support for the pro­ 
gram. In the ev ent of failure, accord­ 
ing to promoters of this suggestion, 
the conferees would submit a report 
placing a small duty on hides and the 
house rates on leather. The president 
would be ask ed to get the necessary 
v otes in the house to insure the pas­ 
sage of a such a program by that body. 
Obnoxious as such a plan would be 
to most of the conferees, it Is said to 
hav e been suggested in all serious­ 
ness. 
Few of the conferees believ e 
that it will be incumbent upon them 
to resort to such tactics, howev er, for 
all of them realize that the criticisms 
usually heaped upon members who op­ 
pose the adm inistration v iew, mak e 
men hesitate to combat the president’s 
will. 
On that account it is generally 
believ ed that the compromise giv ing 
cheap rates on shoes and other manu­ 
factures of leather in return for free 
hides will be adopted. 


WORK AGAIN STOPPED

Tipton, Ind., July 27.—The F irst Na­ 
tional bank of Tipton has been closed 
tem porarily pending an inv estigation 
of 
the disappearance 
of A ssistant 
Cashier Noah R. Mark er, who is said 
to hav e left a shortage oI from $50,000 
to $60,000 in the funds of the bank . 
M ark er left a note on the desk of 
his brother, W. H. M ark er, cashier, 
when he closed the bank on Saturday 
night. 
The contents of the note was 
not made public, though it is stated 
M ark er said he 
was going away. 
When the safe was opened Monday 
the v ault wras empty. 
The examiner v isited the bank last 
Friday, and it was then apparent that 
some person had embezzled a large 
sum of money. 
When M ark er left 
embezzlement was fastened on him. 
Clev er manipulation of the book s had 
serv ed to cov er his defalcation. 
The directors of the bank met and 
decided to close its doors until the 
book s hav e been carefully examined 
and the exact amount of the embezzle­ 
ment is k now’n. 
The First National is one of the 
strongest bank s in this part of the 
state. 
Its capital is $100,000. The de­ 
positors are amply secured against 
loss. 
The officers of the bank are: 
President, E. W. Shirk ; v ice president, 
N. R. Shirk , cashier, William H. Mark ­ 
er; assistant cashier, Noah R. Mark er. 


Had Confidence In Marker. 
M ark er left the city on a traction 
car for Indianapolis at 8 o’clock Sat­ 
urday ev ening, telling his wife that he 
would spend Sunday with his father 
and m other in Indianapolis. 
Nothing 
more has been heard from him here. 
W hether or not Mark er had prev ious­ 
ly tak en money from the bank ’s funds 
and had cov ered up the defalcations 
by mak ing false entries in the book s, 
cannot be k nown until the arriv al of 
a national bank examiner. The direc­ 
tors of the bank posted on the front of 
the bank building a placard, reading; 
“N. R. M ark er, assistant cashier of 
this bank , has absconded with all its 
cash. 
The treasury departm ent at 
W ashington has been notified and the 
bank will remain closed awaiting the 
departm ent’s instructions.” 
“I do not k now,” said Mr. Shirk , 
“the condition of the bank ’s funds, but 
I do k now’ wTe shall pay ev ery cent of 
indebtedness. 
We are perfectly able 
to do this. We trusted William Mark ­ 
er and Noah Mark er implicitly to man­ 
age 
our 
routine 
affairs. 
William 
Mark er owns a small share of the 
bank ’s stock .” 
W illiam Mark er, the cashier, said 
that he felt sure his brother would re­ 
turn in a few days and face prosecu­ 
tion. 
Noah Mark er had been connect­ 
ed with the bank nineteen years. 
He 
w’as 
the Republican 
candidate 
for 
mayor of the city four years ago and 
was defeated. 
He was commander of 
the local lodge of Knights Templar 
and an activ e church member. 
He is 
thirty-fiv e years old and has a wife 
and two children. 
The First National 
bank carries deposits of $84,771. 
Its 
capital is $100,000 and its resources 
$1,100,000. 
Its stock is largely owned 
by its president, E. W. Shirk , and im­ 
mediate members of his family.

STORIES OF “ BOSS” DURHAM. 


Incident T h a t Illustrated a Phase of 
Fam ous Politicia..’s Character. 
Israel W. 
Durham, state senator 
from the Second Philadelphia district 
and former Republican boss of Phila­ 
delphia, who died suddenly at his At­ 
lantic City cottage the other after­ 
noon, was one of the most powerful 
leaders in the Republican organiza­ 
tion. 
Durham xvas a born leader of men. 
While reformers always charged him 
with resorting to all the hidden trick­ 
ery of politics, his personality was 
m.agnetlc, and it was this that seemed 
to bind his host of followers to him. 
lie had the repiitntion of never having 
broken a promise once his word was 
given. 
He was a man of few words, 
but newspaper reporters placed abso­ 
lute reliance on what he said when 
he consented to talk at all. 
A little incident which occurred a 
fexv years ago will illustrate a iihase 
of Durham’s character. 
Accompanied by James A. Campbell. 
Mr. Durham was on his way to the 
ferry to go to Atlantic City. As they 
xvere about to board a street car they 
were stopped by Thomas Blynn, then 
a political reporter, who asked Mr. 
Durham the truth of a certain report 
current that day. 
“That is not so,” 
said Durham. 
“There is nothing in 
it.” 
Then he and Campbell took the 
car. 
As they rode along Durham was 
very quiet and thoughtful, and as they 
approached the ferry he turned to 
Campbell and said: “Jim, I lied to 
Blynn. and it worries me. I nex'er be­ 
fore lie<l to a reix)rter. 
When I did 
not want to tell them anything I al­ 
ways said I had nothing to say. 
We 
can get another train an hour later. 
I’ll wait at the ferry for you. Go and 
find Blynn and straighten that thing 
out.” 
And Durham, who was then a state 
senator, waited in the ferryhouse till 
Campbell came back and reported that 
he had found Blynn and set him right. 
Once Mr. Durham, strolling with a 
friend along the board walk at Atlan­ 
tic City, passed an oriental goods 
store, where exquisite vasesi were dis­ 
played with price marks beyond the 
reach of any one but a millionaire. 
The friend remarked, *Tz, how would 
you like to bo rich enough to buy 
those vases?” 
“If I were I would not buy them,” 
replied 
Durham.

pleasure giving the money away.” He 
was generous to a fault, and appar­ 
ently the most pleasure he got from 
money 'was by giving It away.

Travel Scholarships For England, 
United States and Canada. 


TWO BUREAUS ARE PROPOSED.

Leaders to Be Cho sen to Learn the 
Life o f Other Lands— British Co m­ 
mittee to Be Fo rmed—$6 7 ,5 00 Wanted 
Fo r Trial. 


With the ob ject of providing oppor­ 
tunities for educated y ouths of the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain, 
Canada and the United States to ob ­ 
tain real insight into the life, customs 
and progress of other nations, a move­ 
ment was recently inaugurated for the 
estab lishment of traveling scholarships 
and the interchange of promising stu­ 
dents b etween the three countries, 
say s a London cab le dispatch. 
The 
scheme is designed for those who, it 
may b e reasonab ly supposed, will b e­ 
come leaders of thought and action in 
civil and municipal life. 
An Influential representative commit­ 
tee will b e formed with Lord Strath- 
cona as president for the United King­ 
dom, and among the various vice pres­ 
idents will b e Premier Asquith, Lord 
Curzon as chancellor of Oxford uni­ 
versity , Vice Chancellor Mason of Cam­ 
b ridge university . Mr. Balfour as chan­ 
cellor of the Edinb urgh university , the 
chancellors or vice chancellors of the 
Roy al Irish, Welsh. Glasgow. Man­ 
chester. Liverpool, Sheffield and other 
universities, the Roman Catholic arch­ 
b ishop of Westminster, the b ishop of 
London and the president of the Lon­ 
don chamb er of commerce. 
The gen­ 
eral committee will include representa­ 
tives of all b ranches of university 
work. 
The plan is extremely comprehen­ 
sive within the limit that in addition 
to academic qualifications candidates 
must b e what is popularly known as 
“all round men,” selection b eing along 
the lines of the Rhodes scholarships. 
The plan, among other things, aims at 
a mutual international understanding, 
promoting interest in civic and social 
prob lems and affording facilities for 
technical and industrial students to 
examine the methods of other coun­ 
tries. 
It is proposed to estab lish two travel­ 
ing b ureaus in New York and London, 
respectively , 
with 
initially 
twenty - 
eight scholarships—namely , fourteen 
for the universities of the United 
Kingdom, ten for the United States 
and four for Canada, the arrangements 
b eing controlled b y one committee for 
the United Kingdom and one for the 
United States and Canada. 
The cost 
is estimated at $07,500 for a suggested 
experimental three y ears, and the Eng­ 
lish committee proposes to appeal for 
a guarantee fund of $36.000 condition­ 
ally upon the United States giving 
or guaranteeing $22.500 and Canada 
$9,000. 
It Is hoped that the first interchange 
can b e made effective next y ear. It is 
announced that, although committees 
have not y et b een organized in the 
United States and Canada, there is 
widespread recognition of the value of 
the scheme in those countries, and 
many of the most prominent educa­ 
tionists in b oth have promised co-op­ 
eration if the scheme Is financed.—New 
York Sun.

Oat Stalks Ov er Sev en Feet High. 
Oats rising seven and a half feet 
from the ground and carry ing heavy 
heads are a reality . They were grown 
b y Henry Stenerson at Sawtelle, Cal. 
These immense stalks are the result of 
considerab le study and experimenting 
on the part of Stenerson. He has pro­ 
duced ab out half an acre of the high 
oats this season and intends to sow 
more next y ear. The commercial value 
of the enlarged variety lies In the 
great amount of hay which will result 
from the increased size of the stalks.

Ju d ge Baker held that labo r has the 
right to o rganize and to leav e its em­ 
p lo y er in a bo d y ju st as its emp lo y er 
has the right to cau se a lo cko u t. 
He fu rther held that the law gav e 
bo th 
emp lo y er and

rights as to free and u ninterru p ted ac­ 
cess to the labo r m arket and that they 
co u ld lawfu lly engage in p ersu asio n in 
their co mp etitio n fo r the su p p o rt o f 
the u nemp lo y ed , bu t co u ld no t reso rt 
to fo rce, threats o r co ercio n. He held 
that the strikers co u ld m aintain a sy s­ 
tem o f p icketing, p ro v id ing they d id 
no t interfere with the emp lo y er's free 
access to the labo r market.
